FUNERAL TO BE HELD 
IN SENATE CHAMBER 


Then Body Will Be Sent to 
Macon, Ga., for Interment. 
Blood Clot Struck Heart 
and Caused Death.

PASSING OF GEORGIAN 
LAMENTED BY WILSON 


Washington, February 14.—When 
President Wilson heard of Senator 
Bacon's death he was sitting at his 
typewriter. | He wrote the follow- 
ing statement on his machine and 
issued it to the press: 

“All who knew Senator Bacon 
will sincerely deplore his death. 
It deprives the senate of one of its 
oldest and most experienced mem- 
bers; a man who held, with some- 
thing. like reverence, to the tradi- 
tions of the great body of which-he 
was so long a part, and who sought, 
in all that he did, to maintain its 
standards of statesmanship and 
service. The great state of Geor- 
gia will greatly miss her distin- 
guished son and servant. My own 
association with him had been of 
the most cordial, and, to me, help- 
ful sort. I particularly profited by 
his experience in foreign affairs.” 

“Senator Bacon was one of the 
most lovable and capable men in 
the senate,’ said Vice President 
Marshall. “I had come to think a 
great deal of him and to pay re- 
spect to his opinions. He always 
had the facts to back up his judg- 
ment,”

Washingten, February 14.—(®pecial.) 
Senator Bacon is dead. While Wash- 
ington was wrapped in the white Mman- 
tle of the first snowstorm of the sea- 
son, the soul of this great statesman 
and modest soldier, who had defended 
Georgia on the battlefield and in the 
halls of congress, passed away. 

End Was Net Expected. 

The end came at Garfleld hospital 
with a suddenness that astounded his 
physicians, his intimate friends, and 
the world of official Washington. At 
his condition was not thought 
Shortly afterwards he had 
a sinking spell, and at ten minutes 
after two he was gone. An infected 
clot of blood, which reached the heart, 
eaused his sudden death. 

Immediately afer the sad news was 
announced in the senate by Senator 
Overman, of North Carolina, and in 
the house by Representative Bart- 
lett, of Georgia, each house adjourned 
as a mark of respect. 

President Wilson issued a statement 
expressing his deep regret. Vice Pres- 
ident Marshall, members of the Geor- 
gia delegation and intimate friends in 
the senate, hastened to the hospital 
to show their respect and to urge that 
all the marks of a great nation’s 
honor be accepted by the bereaved rela- 
tives. 

Unusual Honors to Be Paid. 

Unusual honors will be paid by the 
nation’s representatives to Senator Ba- 
con. His funeral exercises will take 
place in the senate chamber next Tues- 
day at noon in the presence of Presi- 
dent Wilson, his cabinet, members of 
the diplomatic corps and the members 
of the two houses of congress. His 
vody will lie in state in the senate 
marble room from early morning until 
the hour of the funeral exercises. Brief 
evulogies will be delivered by the lead- 
ers of the nation. 

Following the official funeral, the 
body will be taken to Georgia, accom- 
panied’ by an honorary escort of sena- 
tors and representatives. The funeral 
in Macon will be held on Thursday. 

Charles P. Higgins, sergeant-at- 
arms of the senate, and James M. 
Baker, secretary of the senate, were 
among the earliest callers at Garfield 
hospital following the news of Senator 
Bacon's death, and began arranging at 
once for the official funeral train. 

Remains Leave Tuesday. 

The body with its congressional: es- 
cort will leavé Washington on the 
Birmingham special Tuesday afternoon, 

nd the run from Atlanta to Macon 
will be as a special. 

Shortly after the senate adjourned 
today the desk occupied by the dis- 
tinguished Georgian was draped in 
deep black. 

The last time the senate paid this 
mark of respect to one of its deecased 
members was on the occasion of Sen- 
ator Mark Hanna’s death, in January, 
in 1904, 

Senator Isham G. Harris, of Tennes- 
see, received a similar tribute on his 
death in July, 1897. 

The news of the end fell upon the 
sehate as a shock while it was in exec- 
utive session. 

Half an hour befoer his death the 
senator talked with his daughter, Mrs. 
W. B. Sparks, of Macon, Georgia. - She 
had just left the room when he raised

Police to Probe 
Girl's Connection 


With a Physician 


Miss Callie Addis Tells of 


and of Her Work in His 
Home. 


The action of Miss Ethel Claxton, the 
policewoman, in detaining a _ stender, 
dark-haired mountain girl of 19 who 
ran away from home six weeks ago, 
has caused an investigation by the 
police into her connection with the 
household of a physician whom she 
says she met on the streets upon her 
arrival in the city. 

She was taken into custody Saturday 
afternoon by Miss Claxton, who carried 
her to police headquarters from the 
physician’s residence on a west side 
street. She gave the name of Callie 
Addis, and her home as Commerce. 

The physician was not at home at the 
time of the girl’s detainment. It is said 
that the girl’s presence in his household 


fs caused talk throughout the neigh- 
borhood for considerable while. Miss 
Claxton was notified by telephone Sat- 
urday from an official at the Terminal 
station, whose identity she would not 
reveal, and went at once to investi- 
gate. Miss Claxton would not divulge 
the nature of the communication she 
received from the Terminal station. 


A Cigarette. Smoker. 


The girl talked with a reporter for 
The Constitution. She is slight and 
slender and small for her age, and has 
dark, wavy hair. She has_ learned to 
smoke cigarettes, which shé consumed 
incessantly during the conversation. 

She said that she had been an at- 
tache of the phvysician’s household and 
that she had worked to pay for her 
board and clothing. She had worked 
in co-operation with the doctor's 
mother, she declared, and there. had 
been nothing immoral attached to her 
connection with the home. 

Six weeks ago, she stated, she came 
to Atlanta after having run away from 
home. The cause of her runaway, she 
would not give, saying that she had 
merely picked up and left. For the 
past several years her family has been 
living in Commerce. She came to this 
Citv, she ‘stated. to visit a relative. 
whose address she brought on a slip of 
paper. 

Couldn’t Find Address. 

Arriving in town, she said, she was 
confused, and, meeting the physician, 
she approached him for directions. She 
told him that she was unable to locate 
the address. 

“But, if I can’t find it,’”’ she says 
she told him, “‘I don’t know what to 
do. I have no money, no friends, no- 
where to go.’”’ 

Whereupon, she declared, the physi- 
cian offered to carry her to his home, 
where she could remain until her rela- 
tive’s address was ascertained. After- 
ward, she said, no effort was made by 
her to locate the kinsman. 

The physician, is said to be a man 
of wide practice and standing. He 
has been divorced for some time. The 
girl is held under no charge, merely 
with instructions to be detained until 
further investigation.

SAYS DISTRICT WOULD 
BE SELF-SUSTAINING 


Hearings of Chattanooga, 
Savannah, Columbia ‘and 
Birmingham Are _ Con- 
cluded by Committee. 


United States Senator Hoke Smith 
appeared before Secretaries Houston 
and McAdoo and Comptroller Williams 
Saturday and presented a plea for the 
appointment of Atlanta as the re- 
gional reserve center of the southeast, 
the conclusion of 


The hearings of Chattanooga, Sa- 
vannah, Columbiaand Birmingham had 
‘just been concluded and the organiza- 
tion committee was about to close its 
sitting in Atlanta, when Secretary of 
the Treasury McAdoo asked whether 
there was any one else who wished to 
be heard in favor of any of the cities. 

J. K. Orr, chairman of the Atlanta 
committee, and who led the fight for 
Atlanta before the committee when the 
hearings opened Friday afternoon, 
asked the secretary that Senator Smith 
be allowed to address the committee. 

Senator Smith took his seatin a 
chair directly facing the committee, 
who sat on the opposite side of the 
table from him. 

Senator Smith’s Speech. 

“T am strongly convinced,’’ began 
Senator Smith, “that under the new 
federal banking and currency bill the 
southeastern territory of the United 
States should get a separate reserve 
district and a separate regional reserve 
bank located in the center of it. 

“I want first to refer to a line of 
thought brought out before this com- 
mittee at the hearing of Atlanta Fri- 
day afternoon, which I think puts the 
cause of the southeast in a false light. 

“I believe that the southeastern ter- 
ritory would be a_ self-sustaining re- 
gional reserve district. 

“The new bill requires that the or- 
ganization committee select not less 
than eight regional reserve cities, and 
twelve of such cities, if necessary. 

“Of course, views differ upon the 
question of how many cities should 
be selected. - There are those who hold 
to the opinion that one central reserve 
city would be sufficient. 

“If the entire country were a self- 
sustaining: section so that the bank 
would be self-sustaining, this would be 
all right. 

“The legislation, as set forth in the 
new currency bill, however, took a dif- 
ferent course. 

“Tt is set forth in the Bfll that the 
organization committee shall divide the 
country into districts and appoint cen- 
tral cities for each, having in view the 
questions of convenience and the cus- 
tomary course of business. It is pre- 
scribed in the law that the committee 
shall proceed in this manner to come 
to its conclusions. 


Convenience Is Paramount. 

“Convenience is the paramount ques- 
tion to be considered in making the 
divisions of the districts and in the 
appointment of the committees. It is 
the requirement of the law.” 

At this point Secretary McAdoo start- 
ed to interrupt the senator with a 
statement or a question. 

“What is it?’ asked the senator. 

Secretary McAdoo smiled and said, “I 
will withhold my remarks, senator. You 
may proceed.” 

“I believe that this territory is a self- 
sustaining territory,”’ continued Sena- 
tor Smith. 

“To what territory do 
asked Secretary McAdoo. 
Please outline the territory 
in mind?” 

“The territory I have in mind,” ex- 
plained Senator Smith, “is composed 
of South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi, perhaps; the 
eastern part of Bénnessee and maybe 
a part of southeastern North Carolina. 
That is tentatively the territory to 
which I am referring. These need not 
be the iron-clad boundaries of this ter- 
ritory. The definite boundaries could 
be fixed when a better view of the 
needs of the localities along the boun- 
daries is had. I mean this genera! ter- 
ritory.” 

Senator Smith then proceeded with 
his speech: 

“The conditions to be deduced from 
the bills: payable figures of August, 
September, October and November in 
this territory are misleading. To 
charge against this section the status 
of borrower from other sections from 
the bills payable to other banks in the 
fall period is unjust. 

Should Deduct 15 Per Cent. 

“T think that to get a fair estimate of 
the exact extent to which this section is 
a borrower at least 75 per cent of the 
face value of the notes should be de- 
ducted. 

“The banks of this section have re- 
serves in New York. They have ex- 
change reserves in other banks. 

“The location of a regional reserve 
bank in the center of this. territory 
would take care of.these two items. 

“These points were called to my at- 
tention on Friday. I had a local banker 
to make an estimate for me of the con- 
ditions existing in this particular in 
his own bank. I take this as a fair 
sample of conditions. 

“From his report to me, we learn that 
the average of bills payable for August, 
September and October was $639,474. 
The deposits at that time amountéd to 
$411,000. Tle. exchange funds on de- 
posit at o#her banks at that time were 
$72,000, making a total of $483,000. 

“If a balance is struck it will be 
found that this bank is debtor only to 
the extent of $156,472. If the regional

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SNOWSTORM RAGES 


Ur ZERO WEATHER 


New York and Northeast in 
Grip of a Blizzard That 
Rivals the Famous Storm 


of 1888. 


New York, February 14.—A snow- 
storm, said to rival in severity the 
famous blizzard of 1888, raged to the 
accompaniment of zero weather in the 
upper Hudson valley, the Mohawk val- 
ley and the nort*ern and western parts 
of New York state all day long, tying 
up many smaller railroad trolley lines 
and paralyzing communication gener- 
ally. All mails were delayed. Late to- 
day the‘fall of snow ceased in many 
districts, only to be followed by a re- 
turn to the zero weather and high 
winds which have had New York state 
in their grip for the last four days. 

Four deaths were caused in this city 
by the storm and the total fatalities 
due to the cold spell and stormy con- 
ditions numbered seventeen tonight. 


Phenomenal Falis Reported. 

While the snowfall in the metro- 
polis was only 10 inches, at other points 
phenomenal falis for those _ sections 
were reported, the snow ranging from 
24 to 36 inches in depth. Reports to-

PLOT 1S CHARGED 
FOR DEFAMATION

Senator Gore’s Attorneys 
Laying Ground for Im- 
peachment of Those Who 
Appeared for Mrs. Bond. 


Oklahoma City, Okla... February 14.— 
Tnited States Senator Thomas P. Gore 
will probably take the witness stand 
Monday in the hearing of the $50,000 
damage suit instituted against him by 
Mrs. Minnie E. Bond. The senator had 
expected today to tell his version of the 
meeting in a Washington hotel, when 
Mrs. Bond alleges that the senator at- 
tacked her, but his counsel at the last 
moment decided to call other witnesses. 

Just before adjournment William M. 
Bonner, an OkKlahoma City banker, was 
placed on the stand by Senator Gore’s 
counsel. Bonner told of an alleged of- 
fer made to him by James R. Jacobs, 
the witness counsel for Mrs. Bond is 
holding for rebuttal testimony. 

“Jim Jacobs told me,” said Bonner, 
“that for $25,000 he would see that the 
case against Senator Gore was 
dropped.” Bonner said that when he 
asked Jacobs what he would do with 
the money, that Jacobs told him he 


'would go “somewhere else and start a 


newspaper.” 
Judge Clark refused to allow a num- 
ber of telegrams in relation to the 


suit, allegeg by the defense to have 
passed between Bonner and Senator 
Gore, to be introduced. 

Introduced Woman to Gore. 

Previous to the testimony of Bonner, 
State Senator Thomas F. McMechan 
testified that he introduced Mrs. Bond 
to Senator Gore in OkKlahoma City in 
1913; that Mrs. Bond on that occasion 
said her husband was an applicant for 
the position of internal revenue col- 
lector. Senator Gore, however, accord- 
ing to the witness, told her the place 
had already been promised to another 
man. 

Efforts of the defense to secure the 
admfssion of depositions taken in Okla- 
homa and Texas, where Mrs. Bond for- 
merly resided, occupied a large part of 
the afternoon session. 

Nine witnesses were examined for 
the defense today and two depositions 
were read into the record. The defense 
continued its efforts to prove its con- 
tention that Mrs. Bond’s suit was the 
result of a political conspiracy. It also 
endeavored to lay the foundation to im- 
peach the testimony of a number of the 
plaintiff’s witnesses. 

Bonner will probably be recalled to 
the stand Monday. Senator Gore, who 
is expected to be the only other wit- 
ness for the defense, will, it is believed, 
conclude his testimony during the 
forenoon.

New Auto 


Route to Florida 


Brunswick, Ga., February 14.—On 
February 23 the large bridge spanning 
the Altamaha river, which is to be a 
connecting link.of Glynn and McIntosh 
counties, will be thrown into position, 


and trains over the Georgia Coast and 


Piedmont railroad will be able to op- 
erate over it a few days later, while 
in a very short time the missing link 
in the automobHlHle highway from the 
north to Florida, and especially the 
Savannah - Jacksonville - Brunswick 
route, will be supplied. 

One of the greatest drawbacks to 
automobile travel between Savannah, 
Brunswick and Jacksonville and from 
the north to Florida has been the 
crossing of the Altamaha river, and 
many a large party has turned down 
the trip simply because it was neces- 
sary to cover this stretch of the route. 
At present in order to cross this river 
it is necessary for a machine to be 
ferried from Darien to the Glynn ‘coun- 
ty side of the river, a distance of seven 
miles, and it usually takes anywhere 
from two to four hours to load the 


trip can 


machines on barges at Darien, tow 
them up the river and then unload 
them again on the Glynn county side. 
The trip is not only inconvenient. but 
is expensive as well, rather a large 
fee being charged to ferry the boats 
over the river. 

Under the new plan the distance will 
be reduced to about two miles and the 
be made in ten minutes or 
less. The G. Cc. & P. is havine built 
by the Baldwin Locomotive works a 
large auto transfer car, which will be 
used exclusively for transferring auto- 
mobiles across the river.

Mode of Self-Destruction Is 
Wrongly Credited to the 
United States. 


February 14.—Sixty-seven 

Kurope during the past 
three years, which had been expressly 
characterized as ‘due to American 
duels,” have directed attention to this 
mode of self-destruction falsely re- 
garded as an importation from the 
United States. It is ‘such a strange 
institution to Americans visiting Ger- 
many that they usually require the ex- 
planation that an American duel is a 
gamble for life. wo persons involved 
in a quarrel draw lots to decide which 
of them shall destroy himself before a 
given date. For years cases of sui- 
cides have been described as due to 
such games of chance, and it has been 
a widespread belief in Europe that 
quarreling parties often resorted to 
this “American duel.” 

There is no such thing, according 
to psychologists who have been study- 
ing the circumstances of numerous sul- 
cides so described. It appears that 
the popularity of the term “American 
duel’ is due to the fact that dueling 
is an honorable affair in Germany, and 
persons who, for one reason or another, 
decide upon self-destruction, make it 
a point to die “honorably” by ascrib- 
ing their act to this strange gamble

MILLIONS ARE LEFT 
BY THE DYING COATS 


Romantic Career of the Thread 
Millionaires Running 
to Its End. 


London, February 14.—The romantic 
career of the Coats family, the thread 
millionaires, has been running to its 
end with the death of no fewer than 
five members during the ast two 
years. Each member has left a large 
fortune, through which the British ex- 
chequer has been enriched by a total 
of some $6,000,000. 

The death of James Coats, in March, 
1912, left a fortune of nearly $10,000,- 
000, without any provisions for its dis 
position; six months later ‘Archibald 
Coats passed away, leaving a sum of 
nearly $7,000,000; in January, 1913, Sir 
James Coats died, leaving nearly $9,- 
000,000, and a few weeks later P. M. 
Coats, a son of Sir James, died, leaving 
$1,000,000. The fifth death, which was 
that of Peter Coats, in September last, 
left another fortune of $12,000,000, 
makine the total fortune of the de- 
ceased over $40,000,000. None of the 
Coats left anything to charity, but 
during their lifetime they had been 
generous givers. '

Ex-Slave Makes Fortune. 


Clyde A. Mann, a well-known news- 
paper writer, contributes to the current 
issue of Farm and Fireside an article 
entitled “Studying Fertilizers Without 
Books,” in which he tells the remark- 
able story of methods of soil enrich- 
ment worked out in the south by an 
ex-slave named John Benson. Of course 
new methods of agriculture can ac- 
complish the same results in a fraction 
of the time required by the negro’s 
plan, but the story of what he has done 
is interesting and an extract follows: 

“From one hundred -and sixty aeres 
of depleted land in Alabama, on which 
white men had not been able to eke out 
a living, a former slave has produced 
a fortune by following his own system 
of soil enrichment. For four miles up 
and down the Kowaliga creek in: El- 
more county, the fields and the stand- 
ing long-leaf pine timber nearly all are 
his. But beside there are blooded cat- 
tle and horses, cotton gin and sawmill, 
and probably other assets elsewhere. 

“The land which would produce no 
more than a fifth of a bale of cotton to 
the acre has, under his methods, yielded 
year after year, increasing crops of 
cotton, and today produces on his bi 
acreage from one to one and a hal 
bales. Long before the practice of 
burning the cotton seed ceased through 
the south, years before the value of 
cottonseed meal for fertilizer had been 
discovered and heralded by the gov- 
ernment and every experiment station, 
John Benson was following a systemat- 
ic use of cotton seed to ‘bring up’ his 
land. He used the cotton seed with 
other vegetable matter, including 
leaves from the woods and barnyard 
manure, for making a compost which in 
the fall he put in trenches in the field 
and covered with soil. Buried there 
it heated and decayed, the steam being 
a notice to neighbors that Benson's 
fertilizers were at work during the 
winter, manufacturing ammonia for 
boosting the crop yield of that field yet 
another fraction of a bale beyond the 
best of the vear before. 

“There has been system and order in 
his operations, and a degree of honesty 
that has made his work as acceptable 
as his bond. These have brought a 
degree of success that is the most re- 
markable in the fact that it was won 
despite the general race prejudice 
against the colored man which was 
nowhere more pronounced than in El- 
more county, Alabama. Moreover, what 
he has done and the way he has done 
it has abated in the measure that very

Legislator Refuses to 
Pay Macon Street Tax; 
Wants to Abolish It 


Macon, Ga., February 14.—(Special.) 
At the next session of the legislature, 
Representative Wallace Miller will in- 
troduce a bill to have that provision 
calling for the payment of a street tax 
by all male citizens between the ages 
of 21 and 26 years, stricken from the 
charter of the city.

'will at least be tremendously minimiz- 


ed. The football spectators will also be 
grateful to the committee for taking 
one more person off the side lines. 

The writer has consistently advocat- 
ed this action for several years, and 
has been criticised by, more than one 
coach for referring to the manner in 
which many coaches violate the rule 
against side line coaching. But the 
action of the rules committee in re- 
moving the coach from the side lines 
has demonstrated the wisdom of the 
suggestion and the truth of the charge 
that many coaches did flagrantly vio- 
late this rule against fair play, al- 
though only a small proportion of the 
spectators have been aware of what 
was going on. Not one of these ob- 
jectors has ever dared to deny the 
truth of the writer’s statement. They 
simply didn’t like the publicity they 
thus received. 

From this time on there should be 
a distinct advance in football ethics. 
After this the burden of running a 
team will rest where it should, square- 
ly upon the shoulders of the captain 
or field general. These men will have 


‘to use their own brains in the direc- 


tion of play, and can neither signal to 
the side line for advice nor receive 
such assistance from the head coach 
In other words football will now be- 
come a game between the two teanis 
on the gridiron rather than between 
the two coaches stationed on oppo- 
site sides of the field. No longer will 
football be a chess game in which the 
players are like so many pawns. 


Not All Coaches Unfalr. 


The writer does not wish to be un- 
derstood to include all coaches in this 
general criticism. Many of them have 
too high a conception of fairness to at- 
tempt to take such an advantage, while 
others have reached the conclusion that 
in the long run side line coaching of 
this sort is a hindrance rather than a 
help. George Brooke, the Pennsylvania 
coach, once stated to the writer that 
his team played better football when 
left to itself. He declared that the at- 
tempt of a coach to regulate plays was 
nearly always detrimental. One of the 
defects of modern football is the slow- 
ness with which plays are gotten off. 
Quick, energetic and continuous attack 
is impossible when the coach tries to 
run everything from the side lines, and 
if the captain or field general were in- 
structed to depend upon his own judg- 
ment and keep the play movin his 
team offence would be very greatly in- 
creased thereby. 


The direct result of the new rule wil! | 


be to speed up play, and there won't 
be so many changes in signs hereafter. 
The writer recalls vividly one _ im- 
portant game played in the east last 
year in which the coach of one team 
after hearing the signal called by his 
quarterback signalled so vigorously 
with his feet that he attracted the at- 
tention of his field general, and then 
by a continuation of this pedal signall- 
ing gave him an entirely new play. 
Needless to say this coach. who shall 
be nameless, does not enjoy a very 
high reputation for good sportsman- 
ship. As a contrast mention should 
be made of the fact that last fall Cap- 
tain Ketcham, of the Yale eleven, regu- 
lated this from the gridiron, and the 
story is told that of one occasion he 
severely reprimanded an _e assistant 
coach for trying to signal to him from 
the side lines. 

Another advantage which will follow 
the elimination of the coach to the side 
lines will be the greater freedom en- 
joyed by the officials. Some _coaches

Denver. Colo., February 14.—A tax of 
1 cent a ton on all coal mined by prin- 
cipal operators in Colorado since the 
strike began last September has been 
used to pay the expenses of guarding 
the mines, according to testimony to- 
day by C. L. Baum before the house 
subcommittee investigating the labor 
troubles. Mr. Baum, who is president 
of the Consolidated Coal and Coke

“Do you assume responsibility for

“If any of my money was used for 
the purchase of machine guns and am- 
munition I assume the responsibility,” 
replied Mr. Baum. 

Earlier in his examination Mr. Baum 
told of various alleged instances of

and C. H. Tanner. 

Mr. Taylor and Mr. Casey agreed that 
the request should be complied with, 
although Representative Howell, of 
Utah, expressed himself as opposed to 
raking up again all the disagreeable 
details of the calamity.

_—ASKEDBY MAYOR 


Says Destructor Company’s 
Failure to Make Test For- 
feits Claim on What the 
City Owes. 


Mayor James G. Woodward stated 
yesterday that the refusal on the part 
of the New York Destructor company 
to make a test of the crematory 
amounted to a forfeiture of the compa- 
ny’s right to claim any part of the 
$125,000 which the city still owes. The 
mayor said that he will seek legal ad- 
vice and will determine later whether 
or not he will ask the bonding com- 
pany to forfeit the bond of the con- 
tractor. 

At the request of the Destructor 
company, Mayor Woodward agreed 
that the first test of the crematory be 
made Saturday morning. Friday ’aft- 
ernoon W. D. Dow4d, Jr., sales manager 
for the company, asked the city to 
postpone the test. He stated that the 
heavy rains of Thursday and Friday 
soaked the garbage to such an extent 
that it would be tmpossible to give 
the plant a fair test. 

Both Mayor Woodward and Council- 
man Claude L, Ashley, chairman of the 
sanitary commléittee, declined to post- 
pone the test. They took the position 
that rain or no rain, the test should be 
made in accordance with the contract, 
which stipulates that the refuse to be 
burned must contain 45 per cent raw 
garbage. , 

When Engineer Frank Lederle and 
Councilman Ashley appeared at the 
plant to make the test Saturday morn- 
ing, they. were informed that the De- 
structor company had decided not to 
take a part in it or to recognize it as 
an Oficial test. Whereupon, the city 
officials abandoned the attempt. 

Mayor Woodward takes the position 
that the refusal of the company to go 
ahead with the test amounted to a for- 
feiture of its right to claim the bal- 
ance due it under the contract.

The mutter of allowing the religious 
services to continue at the convict 
camps brought on heated discussion. 
Si Donaldson, now superintendent of 
public works, Ylatly refused to allow 
the services to continue, pleading that 
nna convicts needed the Sunday for 
est. 


Weltner Protests. 


Mr. Weltner peoreneed vigorously, to 
no avail. Finally, in disgust, he arage 
from his seat, walked to the table at 
which the commissioners were seated, 
and hurling a blank pad of religious 
service permits on the stand, shouted: 
“Here’s where I quit!” 

Chairman Tull C. Waters then de- 
clared that while he had no legal right 
to do so, he would sign permits for 
religious services at the camps, pro- 
vided the services were not allowed to 
run over an hour. The members of 
the committee backed up Mr. Waters 
in his stand. Permits for services to- 
day were then issued. 

Mr. Weltner had remained during the 
arguments and when the permits were 
Si ned, picked them up and left the 
committee room. 

“Just because some of the 
the camps do not like me,” said Mr. 
Weltner, “is: no reason that the con- 
victs at the camps should be barred 
from having ‘services, if they want 
them” he’ said. 

_ The second sensation of the morn- 
ing session came when Captain Tom 
Donaldson filed with the committee a 
brief typewritten report in which’ he 
denied ever having taken supplies from 
the convict camps which the county 
hag paid for. The report did not deal 
with specific charges, but summed up 
all of the charges made against Cap-1 
tain Donaldson during the recent probe 
of the convict situation In this county. 


Report Not “™scussed. 


The committee glanced over the re- 
port and after a moment's conference 
passed the matter up until a meeting 
to be held next week. There was no 
discussion of the reoprt. 

Commissioner Turman objected to 
several letters which accompanied the 
report, saying they were not of a 
nature which could be considered as 
evidence. After a wordy wrangle be- 
tween Commissioner Turman and Com- 
missioner Anderson, the letters were 
finally admitted with the report. 

It was understood at the adjourn- 
ment of the committee meeting that 
Captain Donaldson would be orally 
quizzed on his report at the next meet- 
ing.of the public works division of the 
county commission.

Hogs Fattened on-Peanuts. 


Farm and Fireside, the national farm 
paper, published at Springfield, Ohio, 
(prints in its current issue an interest- 
(ing article, by J. L. Cuneo, entitled 
“Peanut Culture in Oklahoma,” show- 
| ing how Spanish peanuts can be grown 
in various parts of the country and 
useG as feed for hogs. finishing the 
hogs for market or getting them ready 
for butchering for home consumption 
has put the farmers in Oklahoma and 
in the semi-arid regions of the south- 
west to a severe test during the past 
three years. Owing to the dry weather 
and hot winds the grain crop during 
the past season was nearly a failure 
in those parts of the country. Hog- 
raisers, finding that they could no 
longer depend on the grain crop to 
finish their pork, found that Spanish 
peanuts met the requirements. Mr. 
Cuneo writes in part as folows: 

“The peanut is one of the best 
drought-resisting crops that can be 
raised, in fact it will stop growing and 
wait for rain. The plants will wilt 
under the hot sun of the day, but will 
be fresh and green the next morning. 
It is very productive and will do well 
on almost any kind of soil, but is best 
adapted to a light sandy loam having 
a ciay subsoil. 

“In the summer of 1911 I hada four 
acres of peanuts, and although not a 
drop of rain fell for forty-five days, 
this crop continued to grow. and forty 
bushels per acre were harvested. In 

on the same kind of land and 

half the cultivation of corn, I 
gathered seventy-five bushels of pea- 
nuts and twenty bushels of corn per 
acre. 

“The most profitable way of raising

the nuts are filled and matured cut the 
hay and cure like clover, and let the 
hogs harvest the nuts. 

“Last year the writer had a small 
patch of peanuts, a little less than an 
acre. On September 15 the vines 
were cut, and six hogs averaging 
ninety pounds each were turned in to 
harvest the nuts. On November 15 
; the hogs were again weighed, and they 

showed $ gain of 750 pounds, equiva- 
| tent to $58 at the price hogs were then 

selling. They were then taken off the 
peanuts and fed Kaffir corn two weeks 
and were ready for the market. 

“While bigger gains and more profit 
Can be secured by feeding peanuts in 
this way than any other, peanuts alone 
will not put the hogs in the best shape 
for the market, ase the flesh will be 
soft. and some grain feeding for a 
week or ten days is advisable.”

Secretary Houston points out, also, 
the need for greater co-operation with 
the various states in the enforcement 
of food, drug and dairy laws. As a re- 
sult he recommends that an organiza- 
tion be established in his department 
charged “with the dissemination of in- 
formation concerning the sanitary con- 
ditions of food products, viol&tion of 
the law, new forms of sophistication, 
and new methods for their detection.”

How to Sprout Oats for Chicks. 


You can buy oat 
sprouters from several makers, but 
a home-made affair will serve the 
same purpose. For a moderate-sized 
flock, have made a stand for three 
trays. Have four uprights, corners, 
of Ix2-inch stuff 52 inches high. 
Board up back, sides and top. Have 
well-fitting door for front. On in- 
side of corner posts nail ix2-inch 
pieces from front to back, for trays 
to rest on. Put lowest 22 to 24 inch- 
from bottom, the second ten inches 
above, the third eight inches above, 
and allow six inches for top tray. 
Make trays of three-fourths to one- 
inch boards, with sides three incnes 
high, or perforated, galvanized -iron 
for the bottoms. Use a low broad- 
bowled, metal oil lamp on floor to 
heat. Temperature should be from 
65 to 80 degrees. Fill trays with oats 
that have been well soaked in warm 
water 24 hours, up to level of sides. 
Keep well moistened with warm 
water. They should sprout in 24 hours. 
By filling trays three days apart at 
first. this will allow for transferring 
from top to bottom as sprouts row, 
The sprouts should be four t six 
inches high to get best resuits. Cut 
out oats and sprouts in blocks two ty 
three inches square and feed prefer- 
ably at the noon feed Py. Bs Be: Oe 
The Progressive Farmer. 

The Unpopular Income Tax. 

The income tax law is losing friends 
daily among those who thought they 
would not be affected by it. The prin- 
ciple of retention of the tax at the 
source is causing a lot of trouble to 
people who do not themselves have an 
income of three or four thousand dol- 
lars. Mr. Walter Lindner, solicitor of 
the Title Guarantee and Trust compa- 
ny, In an address before the real estate 
board of New York city showed how 
every real estate agent, every mort- 
gage collector and every trustee be- 
comes a collector for the government 
under penalties if he does not read th 
complicated law correctly The gov- 
ernment wants to know the name of 
every person receiving an income 
above the limit allowed, but it has 
taken a cumbersome way to find out. 
Mr. Lindner’s very practical sugges- 
tion is to do away with retention of 
the tax at its source, simply requiring 
the source to inform the government 
to whom it pavs income and “let the 
government with a card system aggre- 
gate that information and find out the 
persons from whom it should collect 
and on whom it should call for re- 
turns.”

“Den he comes by being eats. Oh- 
yaw-umpf-ahoo!’ 

“*Aw, shut up,’ says I. ‘Course they 
is savages.

Consequently, inefficient men are 
placed on the bench and corruption 

revails. In extreme cases corruption 
8 practiced jointly by the judges and 
barristers, and the evils thus brought 
about are worse than those o fthe past 
dynasty. Good citizens are usually 
meek and feeble, while bad characters 
@re cruel and strong. These two ele- 
ments can be made to live peacefully 
together only through the operation of 
the law. But if the law fails to pro- 
tect the weak from the strong then 
@narchy ensues. Confucius says that 
if justice is not impartially adminis- 
tered the people will not be able to 
distinguish what is right and what is 
wrong, and that if they fail to make 
@uch distinction there can be no stable 
gwovernment. In Pekin and the prov- 
inces there are some good judges, but 
there are many who are inefficient and 
unprincipled, who, instead of protect- 
ing the people, employ their offices for 
corrupt practice. I, the president, 
have inquired into the feelings of the 
people, and am painfully aware of their 
grievances. It is my intention thor- 
eughly to clean up the system and 
Start afresh.”

HER REPORT ON 
TUBERCULOSIS. 


Miss Whitney, as field agent for the 
Raoud fund, has just completed a sur- 
vey of the state of Georgia. Right now 
she is busy in her apartments in the 
Aragon hotel grinding out her report, 
which will show that there are some- 
thing like 50,000 tubercular patients in 
the state and 10,000 annual deaths 
from the plague. 


Her survey has extended over many 
months. Every portion of the state 
has been covered. It is said by ex- 
perts to be the most thorough investi- 
gation of its kind ever promoted in the 
south. The report will go soon to the 
publishers and afterward will be scat- 
tered over the state. 

The first time I ever saw Miss Whit- 
ney was at Alto some weeks ago, when 
she was attending the annual meeting 
of the executive board of the State 
Sanitarium for Tuberculosie. When I 
heard her quite logical and quite elo- 
quent address before the board I was 
convinced then and there that she was 
well worth a story. 

That night coming back to Atlanta 
we discussed social service and white 
slavery, the white plague, child labor 
and conditions among the working 
girls. I dare say that I’ve never had a 
more interesting interview on such in- 
teresting subjects. 

Miss Whitney was born and reared 
in New York state. She was educated 
at Cornell. Upon graduation she em- 
barked for Porto Rico upon the first 
mission of her fruitful career. There 
she. taught the coffee-colored, coffee- 
growing natives Engli®h and drew a 
salary from the government. When she 
had taught her class the art of chang- 
ing American coin and the langhage of 
the fruit stand and quick lunch coun- 
ter, she was transferred by the gov- 
ernment back to civilization and put 
to civilizing the uncivilized child labor 
conditions. 


STUDIES CHILD 
LABOR CONDITIONS. 

For two years she investigated the 
child-employing cotton factories. 

Accompanied by an assistant, she 
merged into the life of the mill hand, 
living for two years the pitiful exist- 
ence of the weaver and the loom oper- 
ator. Her home was the home of the 
mill folk, and by days she worked at 
their side. Her reports on child labor 
conditions had much to do with the 
wave of reform that swept over our 
nation not so very long ago. 

Then the government sent her to in- 
vestigate the oyster shuckeries on the 
south coast, and for months she 
thrived in the career of the riffraff 
shucker, that floating, careless laborer 
who comes from the innermost regions 
of every shore of the universe and 
never knows a home, in season or cut. 
When her efforts had been largely in- 
strumental in bringing about child la- 
bor reforms in this class of workers, 
she went back to New York to in- 
vestigate the working girl situation.

WILSON SEEKING MAN 
WHO SENT HIM MONEY 


Washington, February 14.—The post- 
office department is today trying to 
locate a public spiritea citizen who 
sent President Wilson an aflonymous 
letter inclosing fout $5 gold pieces as 
a contribution for the proposed acqul- 
sition of telephone and telegraph lines 
by the government. The letter, dated 
“February 14,” was mailed from San 
francisco, and signed with letters of 
the alphabet. White nouse officials 
turned: it over to the postoffice de- 
partment and steps were taken today 
to locate the senger in order that the 
money may be returned. If the writer 
cannot be found, the gold will be 
turned over to the treasury, if the 
laws will permit. 

Speaking of the proposed acquisition 
of telephone and telegraph lines, the 
author of the letter says: ‘“That’s 
fine,” and adds: “I think some of the 
money for this purpose should be con- 
tributed directly by the people. I am 
a voor stenographer earning less than 
$600 a vear, but I inclose herewith 
$20 in gold as a starter. Now, let oth- 
ers contribute according to their in- 
co, & Here is a chance for those who 
talk about patriotism to show their 
patriotism. Let every person in the

BUREAU OF FISHERIES 
TIRED OF LAND ANIMALS 


Washington, February 14.—The fed- 
eral bureau of fisheries objects to tak- 
ing care of land animals, declared Dr. 
H. M. Smith, 


Head of the bureau, in 
his annual report today to Secretary 
Redfield. He expresses the opinion 
that the duty of looking after the fur- 
bearing animals of Alaska, which, he 
says, is an “incongruous service” and 
one “not even remotely related to the 
legitimate functions of the bureau of 
fisheries,”’ should be transferred to an- 
other branch of the service. 

Attention is called by Dr. 
need for an experiment Station to 
study fish diseases and problems in 
figl breeding. As a result of work in 
investigating . cancerous tumors in 
trout the commissioner says there is 
necessity now of preventing and cur- 
ing the disease in streams and hatch- 
eries. He points to the economic value 
of this work, and cites the case of one 
hatchery at Holden, Vt., where last 
vear more than 350,000 trout, the en- 
tire stock on hand, died of an epi- 
demic. 

Funds should be provided, he says, 
for the study of oyster culture, which 
presents many difficulties and dan- 
vers the growers are not in a position 
to eombat. Farmers encountering dif- 
ficulty,” he adds, “find help available, 
ut the oyster man, laboring under 
nuch greater disadvantage, finds it 
withheld for the reason that the bu- 
eau has not been provided with the 
meang for extending it.”

Dixon, head 
of the state department of health, 
however, refused to transfer the office 
of state registtar.to the new 4))- 
pointee, and Atherholdt opened a new 
office outside of city hall 

Cemeteries refused to issue burial 
ermits until both the city and state 
uthorities had issued certificates, and 
for a time neither state nor city au- 
thorities, would issue duplicates to the 
undertakers who had: deposited the 
originals with them. 

The matter was adjusted, however, 
when lirectorsWilson agreed to recog- 
zize the permits issued by the state 
“ntil a judicial opinion can be ob- 
‘ained.

SLUGGING THE WEEVIL. 


In another column The Constitution pub- 
lishes a remarkable story of the ‘manner 
in which the state chamber of commerce 
has done educational work in anticipating 
the possible harm of the Mexican boll 
weevil in Georgia. : 

_ Throughout southwest Georgia it has 
waged a campaign of warning and prepa- 
ration not short of phenomenal. 

The Constitution is on record to the 
effect that Georgia, being forewarned, need 
not fear the weevil; that it will be really 
a blessing in disguise; that lands and pros- 
perity will be boosted, not depressed. 

The achievements of the chamber of 
commerce bear out these contentions. In 
common with State Entomologist Lee Wor- 
sham, and the state and federal depart- 
ments of agriculture, it has rendered and is 
rendering a signal service to the state.. 

But funds are needed to make its work 
effective. 

Every dollar a Georgian invests in its 
propaganda will bear dividends almost in- 
estimable. 


THE “STOCK PIKERS.”’ 

Professor Henry C. Emery, of Yale uni- 
versity, is not a friend to the “pikers.” The 
pikers, as the man in the street knows, 
comprise the gentry who gamble for small 
stakes, whose general expenditures in any 
given direction in life can be expressed in 
derisively small numerals. The professor 
was testifying regarding the effect of the 
pending congressional bill'to curb the more 
or less pernicious activities of the New 
York Stock Exchange. His evidence ran to 
the effect, rather thinly disguised, that the’ 
piker was an essential part of the Wall 
street game. That no huge speculative mo- 
ments were possible without his co-opera- 
tion. And that if he were “stung,” that was 
negligible, so far as we had a market that 
was generally extended. 

We are not so sure that speculation in 
the great business processes can ever be 
wholly abated. The element of gambling 
exists in all human and commercial rela- 
tions, and men are going to hazard money 
and future as long as they see a great 
chance to come out at the: big end of the 
horn. Also, a sucker is born every minute, 
and it is by no means assured that the per- 
son who goes into the Wall street game 
with his eyes open does not deserve all 
that is coming to him. 

But it is just a trifle fatiguing Pe hear 
big men speak slightingly of the “‘piker.” If 
it were not for the piker, Wall street, with 
its big paper or actual fortunes, the 
limousines of its wives and families and its 
ready juggling of ownership of properties, 
would be impossible. The piker feeds the 
hopper. The piker makes gambling possi- 
ble. His pile is hardly ever a formidable 
one, but he at least—works for it, and gives 
value received, and that is a good deal more 
than can be said for the able and round- 
stomached gentlemen that batten off his 
greed, his rather pitiful and hopeless greed, 
for quick fortune. 

Treat the piker gently. He is, after all, 
the sinews of war in the great American 
game of finance and development. He may 
be, he often is, a “come on.” Generally, he 
is easily “stung.” But if he swallowed his 
yearning for ready profits and took an 
anti-toxin for his: gambling fever—why, 
Wall street would go out of business to- 
morrow. The hard-working quotation- 
markers, and their subtle if somewhat lim- 
ited employers, would have to hunt a bread- 
line, figuratively, instead of pluming them- 
selves on rather questionable genius: in 
taking money away from the fools who are 
generally so anxious to part with it. 


1HE RADIUM CURE JENTATIVE. 


The tfagic case of Congressman Brem- 
ner, of New Jersey, emphasizes the med- 
ical warning that the radium treatment 
for cancer is yet in its experimental siages 
only. Though he had the best of treatment. 
he succumbed to the disease’s ravages. 

As Dr. L. Amster, of Atianta, recently 
wrote The Constitution, and as physicians 
the country over have stated, we know as 
yet too little about the qualities and limita- 
tions of radium to justify an attitude of 
dogmeticism. We know that in some in- 
stances it appears to heal; that in others, 
its effects are negative; and it has even 
been shown that here and there the use 
of the inscrutable mineral causes renewed 
activity of the abnormal cell growth which 
seems to be a concomitant of.cancer. 

In face of these facts, persons afflicted 
with this terrible disease should not culti- 
vate undue optimism. By all means, they 
should not neglect the more proven re- 
courses of medical science. The concensus 
of best opinion is that the surest hope for 
the patient now lies in early diagnosis and 
extirpation. 
believe that eventually the mysterious force 
that is locked up in radium will prove a 
specific not alone for cancer, but for many 
other diseases. But until our knowledge of 
the substance is less empirical, the neglect 
of other precautions is suicidal. 

In the meantime, Secretary of the In- 
terior Franklin K. Lane is to be commend- 
ed for his vigorous efforts to prevent a 
radium monopoly in this country. We 
know enough about the mineral to justify 
this safeguard. ‘ 
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| less telegraphy. 


“STRIKES ARE HELL!’’ 

About the sanest estimate we have yet 
seen of industrial strikes is that recently 
given the congressional probing committee 
by John Lawson, one of the leaders of the 
Colorado miners. 

“Strikes are hell,” he said. “We do not 
believe in them unless they are unavoidable. 
They injure not only the strikers and their 
wives and children, but the coal operators 
and the public.” 

All of which is wholly true, with the hor- 
rors of the case even then understated. 

Strikes ought to be outlawed. They are 
barbarous. They are a reversion to the 
primitive which gums the wheels of our 
civilized machinery and are interesting 
chiefly as demonstrations of the extent to 
which human obstinacy and intolerance may 
go when put on its mettle. 

We credit Mr. Lawson with perfect sin- 
‘cerity when he says that the intelligent 
labor man does not nowadays resort to 
strikes unless they are unavoidable. Labor 
as well as capital has had its lessons. Both 
have found that strikes are fearfully expen- 
sive and demoralizing and both that they 
accomplish nothing more than could origi- 
nally have been accomplished by peaceful 
and forbearing agreement. 

Is it not, however, probable that the time 
is come when the great third party, the 
public, unconsulted with regard to strikes, 
shall hold the balance true between the 
warring factions? At the last analysis it is 
public opinion that forces a settlement and 
dictates the terms of a settlement. Why 
should this agency not rule before matters 
have come to blows and the general situation 
demoralized ? 

It is true in nearly every great industrial 
dispute in history that neither of the prin- 
cipals were capable of approaching the issue 
in a judicial and clear spirit. The partisan 
instinct has been too strong. It is here that 
unbiased influence is needed. In Canada 
both parties to a quarrel must submit to an 
impartial probe of their troubles, which is 
then made public, before a strike or a lock- 
out can be declared. The publicity thus en- 
tailed is a wholesome deterrent. 

_Should we not have compulsory and im- 
partial publicity in this country, if not com- 
pulsory arbitration? The cause that will not 
submit its fate to an unbiased tribunal has 
lack of faith in itself.

The first impulse would be to acclaim the 
innovation as affording another demonstra- 
tion of the increasing luxury of travel and 
the increasing intensity of our civilization, 
the business of which is so important that it 
cannot rest even for the brief space of a 
railroad journey. This is true, and then 
there remains still another interpretation. 

Wireless on trains introduces a-further 
element of safety to life and limb. Once this 
application of Marconi’s magic is developed 
and made practical in the smallest detail 
we should have a radical diminution in rail- 
road casualties. It should be child’s play for 
trains to keep in touch with each other by the 
wireless. And if we imagine the operator in 
his car as a sort of traveling dispatcher it 
will be seen that the head-on or rear-end 
collision is a contingency pushed still fur- 
ther into the background. This is not to 
speak of the possibilities of expediting 
traffic by keeping the dispatcher at head- 
quarters in closer touch with train move- 
ment than he can be under the present cir- 
cumstances. 

The wireless will not, of course, take the 
place of any of the safeguarding apparatus 
now used to protect life and keep trains 
moving. Automatic block signals and self- 
locking switches have come to stay as a part 
of the equipment of the railroad with an am- 
bftion for efficiency, and the wireless cannot 
be a substitute for them. But it can vastly 
enhance their efficacy even, to a certain de- 
gree, taking their place when the fallible 
human or mechanical equation goes wrong 
and quick action is imperative to avert dis- 
aster. 

It would not be surprising if, in the long 
run, the wireless on land is even more use- 
ful than the wireless on the high seas, and 
in view of constantly developing dramas and 
near-tragedies, the surmise is one that is 
sufficiently sweeping. 
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Pity the rich, with their troubles. Dea- 
con Rockefeller doesn’t know where to pay 
his taxes.

TRIAL OF 
THE HUMBERTS. 


One of the most gigantic frauds in the 
annals of crime was the swindling operations 
of the Humberts in Paris, which is well 
within the memory of most readers of this 
article. These imposters were able to bor- 
row the fabulous sum of close to $12,000,000 
upon the security of a safe containing paste 
diamonds worth perhaps two dollars, a few 
shares of valuless stock in a deceased com- 


pany and a mass of waste paper. 

The start of this swindle was as far back 
as 1878, when the Humberts began to reside 
in Paris. The lavish display of the family 
attracted the attention of those socially 
prominent and the rumor was circulated that 
they were fabulously wealthy. 

in 1883, at least so the Humberts claimed, 
there died in Nice a New York millionaire 
named Robert Henry Crawford, who it was 
stated had left Madame Humbert twenty 
million dollars because she had nursed him 
through a serious iliness. The dead million- 
aire’s nephews, however, found a will dated 
the very same day as the one that gave 
Madame Humbert the vast sum, and in this 
will it was stated that the money should go 
to these nephews and to Madame Humbert’s 
twelve-year-old sister, Marie d’Aurignac. 

The story was further continued to the 


effect that negotiations were held between 
the Humberts 


and the Crawford nephews, 
and the following plan decided upon: Until 
Marie should come’ of age, all the bonds, 
stocks and other securities should be kept 
untouched in a huge safe that was built 
into a room of the Humbert’ mansion, 65 
Avenue de la Grande Armee, Paris. Legal 
consent for the compromise was obtained. 

People in pessing the Humbert home in 
Paris were wont to nudge one another and 
say: “There is where the hundred million 
franc fortune is locked up.” All this no- 
toriety helped the Humberts socially and fi- 
nancially. Large sums of money were readi- 
ly turned over to them on the strength: of 
the legacy, and even the mighty Bank of 
France lent Madame Humbert whatever mon- 
ey She requested. By the time Marie came 
of age the Humberts had borrowed about 
$12,000,000. 

Then came the awakening. There had 
never been any fortune. There had been no 
“Robert Henry Crawford, New York million- 
aire.” The whole thing was a gigantic fake. 
The Humberts had lived for nineteen years 
in the most lavish splendor on practically 
nothing. 

There was a train of ruined creditors, 
one of which committed suicide. The Hum- 
berts’ banking concern collapsed, and thou- 
sands of poor people lost all of their sav- 
ings. The Humberts were finally pursued, 
brought to trial and the whole family found 
guilty. 

The first exposure occurred on May 49, 
1902, when the detective department of Paris 
made an examination of the Humbert safe at 
the direction of the court. They found there- 
in, instead of securities worth $12,000,000, 
nothing but an old baton, some old papers 
and the official seals 
swindle possible. 

In the meantime the Humberts had es- 
caped and a search was made for them all 
over Europe. They were finally arrested in 
Madrid on the 20th of December of the same 
year, and were only taken after a desperate 
attempt on their part to escape. They were 
broveht to Paris and under police surveil- 
lance. They had had a number of secret hear- 
ings, but the first public hearing was on 
February 11,°1903, when the case of M. Cat- 
tani was taken up. 

The trial on the charge of forgery and 
swindle was not begun until August 8, 1903; 
which was held before the Seine Assize 
court. The prisoners were Madame Hum- 
bert, her husband, Frederick; her two broth- 
ers, Romaine and Emile Daurignac. The trial 
brought out much damaging evidence agadfnts 
the Humberts, but they maintain that the 
operations they had conducted were in good 
faith and they said that public prejudices 
that Were raised against them caused the 
banking firm to fail. 

The trial lasted until Aueust 23, when 
the whole family was found guiltv. The 
foreman of the jury annofinced that the ver- 
dict was affirmative concerning the ques- 
tion of falsification and swindling and nega- 
tive upon the subsidary questions. 

The court sentenced Madame Humbert 
and her husband each to five years’ impris- 
onment and the payment of $20; Emile was 
sentenced to two years, and Romaine to three 
vears. The Humberts served their sentences 
and of late years nothing further has been 


heard of them. 


“‘Dixie.” 
(From The New York Times.) 

The Maine man who thinks he has grown 
tired of hearing “Dixie” played by restau- 
rant bands now takes his place in the chron- 
icles of the day. He has found a new griev- 
ance and is welcomed because he has in- 
creased the visible supply of the spice of 
life. Nobody has ever complained of “Dixie” 
before. The tune was sung and whistled in 
the north all through the civil war. Nearly 


all other largely popular tunes have grown 
wearisome. “Even “Annie Laurie,” “The Old 
Folks at Home,’ and “The Last- Rose of 


Summer” pall upon us. But “Dixie” has been 
found by offical investigators to be the best- 
liked tune in this country. It stirs all 
hearts. Wherefore, the man from Maine is 
an oddity unless, as is more than likely, he 
does not know one tune from another and 
has confused “Dixie” with the contemporary 
“rag’’ in some of its developments. 

In any case, we can sympathize with his 
demand for a restaurant where there ig no 
music, and sinee folks began to dance be- 
tween the courses of the table d’hote, there 
are very few such left in these parts. Peo- 
ple who like to aid digestion with quiet con- 
versation must dine at home these days. 
But of ali the music we may hear in the 
popular eating places, “Dixie” is generally 
accounted the least objectionable. People 
who were born in the south or have agree- 
able memories of that part of the country 
may have a deeper affection for the tune 
than others have, but it is such a good 
American tune as to inspire enthusiasm 
whenever it is heard without regard to re- 
gional or neighborhood prejudices. No 
Maine man in hts normal frame of mind 
could distike “Dixie” unless he is 80 unhap- 
pily eonstituted as to dislike all tunes. We 
must infer that this one was out of harmony, 
temporarily.

One pint of ginger ale, 1 1-2 pints of boil- 
ing water, 1 box of gelatine, 1 cupful of 
chopped nuts, (almonds or pecans, or both 
mixed), 1 pint of granulated sugar, 1-2 pint 
of cold water, 1 cupful of chopped cabbage, 
1 sliced Gucumber. 

Soak the gelatine for two hours in the 
cold water, and then pour the boiling water 
over it. When dissolved, add the juice of 
two lemons, the sugar and the ginger ale, 
Pour a little in a mold, keeping the remaind- 
er warm on the range. When the gelatine 
is set, add the chopped nuts, cabbage and 
the cucumbers and stir in the rest of the 
salad. When cold and ready to serve, gar- 
nish with radishes cut in the form of tu- 
lips. It is more attractive served in a ring 
mold with mayonaise itn the center. Make a 
stiff mayonaise, adding a cup of whipped 
cream to it.

UOD ROADS — 
PREVENT DISEASE 


State Board of Health of Kan- 
sas Shows Relation Be- 
tween the Two. 


Few persons, on first thought, would 
see any possible connection between 
good roads and good health. Yet the 
state board of health of Kansas says 
that good roads can and wiil prevent 
disease. This is done by the removal 
of woods and‘trash. Weeds and trash 
prevent the prompt evaporation of 
moisture and promote retention of 
ground water. 

This makes ideal breeding spots for 
mosquitoes, flies and other insects, 
which are known as disease carriers, 
not to mention chinch bugs, hoppers 
and other insects which are crop dam- 
agers. Furthermore, an undergrowth 
of woods invites the dumping of gar- 
bage and manure by offering conceal- 
ment, of which fact careless and 
thoughtless people are prone to take 
advantage, thus increasing the facility 
of insect breeding and providing these 
insect carriers with proper material for 
disease transmission. 

Good roads also prevent disease by 
providing good drainage. Many farms 
have no means of drainage except by 
ditches along roadways. Open ditches, 
clear of brush and debris, with hard- 
ened surface and proper fail, afford 
these farms the opportunity of fgg 
themselves of many a stagnant pool. 
The removal of weeds, proper road 
grading, surface hardening and oiling, 
insures prompt drainage of all a 
ditch and surface water, removing the 
possibility of insect breeders, for none 
can multiply without moisture. Road 
oiling in itself is destructive of insect 
larvae, especially mosquitoes—a well- 
Known fact. 

Dry roads offer pedestrians, and not- 
ably children who are compelled to 
walk to and from school, dry shoes 
and feet. While colds are due to spe- 
cific erms, yet it is a well-known 
fact that cold, wet feet and chilled 
limbs lower the resistance of individ- 
uals and make them more favorable 
subjects for infections of the respira- 
tory passages, including pneumonia and 
tuberculosis.

Seth Low, William Church Osborn, 
Alfred A. Stuart and other well-known 
men who have been interested in the 
movement to bring the cost of food 
products within the reach of all, are 
among the directors. Horace V. Bruce, 
who has been an investigator for the 
various organizations devoted to the 
study of economic problems, is secre- 
tary. 

There has developed in the last three 
years a policy of co-operative buying 
at wholesale in many of the cities 
throughout the United States. The new 
organization will act as a clearing 
house for these efforts and promote 
pure food standards. se Nae 

“To study and promote the principles 
of co-operation as formulated by the 
Rochdale idea, so called from the fact 
that it was developed from a co- 
operative association of workingmen in 
a town of that name in England, will 
be one of the aims of the new organi- 
zation. Other objects are as follows: 

“To compile information in the in- 
terest of the consumer concerning the 
processes of production and marketing, 
and the ways, means, instruments and 
methods of securing, transporting and 
handling. packing, delivery and manu- 
facturing of merchandise. — 

“To disseminate information for the 
education of the public in co-operation, 
and particularly to compile and fur- 
nish information to and advise ce- 
operative associations. 

“To accept and utilize bequests and 
gifts and its active funds for the ad- 
vancement of the consumers’ co-opera- 


tive movement.” 


The nominal capital is given as 
$5,000, divided into shares of $5 each.

“I met the most remarkable of wom- 
em the other night, and when’ she fin- 
ished talking to me I handed her $25 
to do good with it, because it seemed 
to me she understood the principle of 
doing good better than any one I had 
ever met,” was the emphatic statement 
made by a man who knows the world, 
and knows always what he is doing 
in it. 

“Who was she?’ naturally asked the 
group of idle women addressed. 

“Mary Antin,” he replied. The very 
name thrilled me, for I have never 
read a book which more surely and 
deeply sounded the note of real patriot- 
ism than did that book of Mary Antin’s 
which she titled “The Promised Land.” 
an should read to-her child. It not only 
inspires patriotism, but it teaches it 
in its highest .form, and the lessons 
which shine out in every chapter of 
the book would be good ones to teach 
in every public school of the nation. 
Maybe, with this lesson learned, we 
would have less indifferent citizen- 
ship; less political corruption, for,it 
is a question in my mind which is the 
woret: The man who neglects his ob- 
ligation as a citizen and sits home to 
carp at the man whom he calls the 
“corrupt politician,” or the corrupt poli- 
tician. 1 believe the latter is prefer- 
able, for at least he is doing something 
for himself, while the indifferent citl- 
zen—the man who sits home and carps 
—is doing nothing for himself or any- 
body else. 


WHEN MARY 
ANTIN SPEAKS. 

‘Tell me about Mary Antin,”’ | asked 
the man who had been so fortunate as 
to meet her in Boston the other day. 

“TI met her in Ford hall, that rendez- 
vous in old Boston, where the great 
men and women of all nations are ask- 
ed to speak on the public questions 
which reach everybody,” he explained. 

“The association promoting the great 
educational work the hall stands for, 
has as president now George W. Cole- 
man. The meetings hold at’7:30 Sun- 
day evenings, but you have to go as 
near as 5 o'clock as you can to be sure 
of a seat, though the hall is one of 
the most spacious in the east. 

“T arrived late, and a little woman 
was speaking when I entered. She 
weighed maybe eighty pounds, very 
little more, and when she finished, 
people began to ask her questions. 
She answered each and every one with 
a fervor of response that made me 
wonder at what seemed to be the 
instantaneous sympathy which each 
question brought. This was Mary 
Antin, the author of the wonderful 
book ‘The Promised Land,’ and she 
had talked that afternoon on her 
favorite theme ‘America.’ 

“She is now the wife of one of the 
most distinguished members of the 
faculty of Columbia university, but I 
Can never think of her as any other 
than the wonderful ‘Mary Antin’ who 
has brought to American literature its 
greatest message on real patriotism.

‘WE NEED MORE 
PATRIOTISM. 


Can any one doubt that literature 
making for a real patriotism is time- 
ly? Can any one in any community 
in this nation today doubt that some- 
thing is needed to ring patriotism in 
on the armies of indifferent citizens 
threatening the progress of our part 
of twentieth century life? 

The burden of our civilization is 
being left to the too few, for civiliza- 


tion depends upon our social develop- 
ment. The political and the social 
Cannot be separated in a republican 
form of government, and if we leave 
our responsibilities to the few who 
assume it, then the very spirit of the 
republic—the democracy of it—fails. 

The lesson taken home to us is this: 
There is not a day passes that we do 
not hear a general cryout against some 
movement or lack of movement in the 
municipal government. “We should 
have a larger appropriation for the 
health department,” says Colonel 
Knowal on his way home after office 
hours. “What have you done about 
getting it?” should be asked him. “Dfd 
you find out anything about the policy 
or principles actuating the race of the 
man you voted for dn council from 
your ward?” 

Or, “Did you just vote for him in 
preference to the other man who was 
running, and whom you didn’t like?’ 

“Not in politics?’ 

Then, “Do you mean by that you have 
given wp your rights of citizenship? 

“Are you going to give to a few men 
in your community the right to govern 
things according to their personal in- 
terests? When your citizenship takes 
the form of sitting at home and mut- 
tering about what is not being done 
instead of your getting up and helping 
do what ought to be done, then you are 
not serving your city even as actively 
as the man you are so ready to critli- 
cise.” 


EVERY CITIZEN 
NEEDS TO VOTE. 

But there is a great psychological 
force on now which requires that every 


citizen move and that every man in 
every community who has a vote, votes, 
or he will find that his community is 
going to fall behind the others. Evo- 
lution, the motive power of civilization, 
demands it, and the rank of a city 
hereafter is going to be gauged not by 
the cry of a few individuals, but by 
the united force of an entire citizen- 
ship, lead by the ones who have quali- 
fied to lead. Twenty-five years ago 
James Bryce stated that the weakness 
of our country as a nation lay in our 
forms of municipal government. The 
fact has been proven more conclusively 
each day. 


“Corrupt politics,” people cry out, but 
the charge really should be against the 
indifferent citizen, the man who seems 
utterly dead to his responsibility as a 
voter, as the maker of the very life 
of all things around him. If he went 
forward and looked after his business 
as a citizen, the corrupt politics he 
talks about would not exist. 


Good citizenship is the strongest ex- 
pression of patriotism. You may wave 
silken flags and blow horns and sing 
the national hymn, but that is but a 
superficial pariotism. A man, to prove 
his patriotism, has got to do something 
more than pose on the Fourth of July 
with the air of the orator and cry out 
a few platitudes. 

He must have the spirit within him 
that little Russian emigrant girl had 
when she came to Boston and learned 
the meaning of loving her country. 
The lessons she teaches in the one 
book she has so far written bears a 
message of the truth and beauty of a 
patriotism realized.

You are right in thinking that some 
words should come out of it; it is fit 
that you should hear the sound of his 
voice. This bird's nest, holding the 
frozen delicacy, has thawed out my 
tongue. I will tell my friends in the 
north that while the birds’ nests up 
there in winter hold only snow, the 
nests here in Georgia are filled with 
ice cream and that I like the Georgia 
fashion much the best. This little nest 
may have afforded a dinner or part of 
a daner to some hungry jaybird, or 
squirrel, or crow, but I venture to say 
it never before contributed to the din- 
ner of a guest of a bird club. I ought 
to be a member of a Burroughs club 
myself, but I have not yet been able 
to answer all the questions. . By a little 
more diligent application to this task I 
think I may, in time, be able to do so. 
Il see in this bird’s nest, with its un- 
wornted contents, a beautiful illustra- 
tion of the law of compensation. I be- 
lieve you: do not have the abundance 
of bird music in the south that we have 
in the north. The great body of mi- 
gratory birds do not sing here except 
fitfully. They probably feel as we hu- 
mans do. “How can thé songs of Zion 
be sung in a strange land?” The robin, 
the bobolink, the vireos, the hermit 
thrush, the vary thrush, the oven bird, 
the water thrush, the winter wren, the 
goldfinsh and a score or more of war- 
blers are mainly silent as they pass 
over your heads or tarry a moment in 
your groves. But when they reach the 
old scenes of their youth they burst 
out in ecstatic song, until their broods 
are fledged. 

You should hear the bobolink about 
the meadows in the height of his love 
season, his jubilant song as Lowell 
says, “A brook of laughter running 
down the air,’ or the hermit thrush 
winding his silver horn in the most 
solitary recesses of the woods, or the 
robin caroling his simple strain in the 
tree top at luncheon, or in the midday 
as the sunshine comes out after the 
showers, or the goldfinch in July or 
August on his circling billowy flight 
about the orchard where his mate is 
brooding her eggs, uttering his cheery 
salutations, or the winter wren sud- 
denly breaking the hush of the deep

Dr. Maude Dunn, one of the best- 
known women physicians in the coun- 
try, has written an article in which 
she charges that many divorces are 
caused by women who wear the wrong 
corsets. It affects their health, and 
the latter affects the general disposi- 


tion and temperament. In part, Dr 


Dunn writes: 
I strongly believe that half the divorces 
in civilized countries are caused by corsets. 
Some women are always complaining, al- 
ways frowning, and always telling their 
neighbors that they are full of aches. You 
may take it that their troubles are due to 


corsets. They are the kind of women whose 
husbands seek the aid of the divorce 
tribunal. 


No other article of woman's dyess de- 
mands such care in selection as the corset. 
On it depends woman's success or failure, 
physically and mentally. Injury does not, 
of course, come from wearing the corset, 
but from the siipshod manner in which it 
is worn by 80 per cent of women. 

Experience tells me that the corset should 
be three inches less than the waist meas- 
urement, and, above all, ft should be put 
on while reclining, for the organs of the 
body are in their normal position. 

I do not think it is any use talking to a 

woman about her soul if her corset does not 
fit her. 
This is the era of the large waist and 
straight lines, and small waists are an 
abomination. I regard the present fashions 
as’ the most hygienic with which women 
have been favored for decades, for the day 
of many petticoats has passed, and conse- 
quently the body is relieved of much super- 
fluous weight.

What also is 
finer than the thrilling description of 
“The Siddons” Lady Macbeth, or 
kinder than his excuses for Lord Byron, 
Or more original than his criticisms on 
Hamlet and Othello? Altogether the 
Hogg is a most delightful animal.

One of the greatest feats in mountain 
climbing that has ever been accom- 

lished was the ascent by Archdeacon 

udson Stuck, of the highest peak of 
Mount McKinley, in June. 1912. The 
story of this extraordinary feat was 
published in the November number of 
Scribner’s Magazine, and at the earnest 
request of his readers the story is now 
in book form. 

Last June the following telegram 
was received from Fairbanks, Alaska, 
announcing the complete success of the 
expedition led by the Archdeacon: “The 
ascent of the highest peak of Mount 
McKinley was accomplished for the 
first time on June 7. when the party 
led by Archdeacon Hudson Stuck, Epis- 
copal missionary from Alaska. accom- 
panied by Robert G. Tatum, Harry P. 
Karstens, and Walter Harper reached 
the top of the south peak of the moun- 
tain, the highest on the continent.” 

The story as told by the Archdeacon 
in Scribner’s, accompanied by photo- 
graphs was most interesting In fact 
it is one of the most romantic and 
thrilling in the annals of mountain- 
climbing. It is related in a very re- 
served and dignified way, and yet no 
one can read it and not realize the 
hardships experienced and the dangers 
that must have constantly menaced the 
party. One of the most interesting and 
impressive paragraphs was the hoist- 
Ing of the flag when all the party said 
a Te Deum. 

The ArcRdeacon has had vears of 
experience in the snows, for as Arch- 
deacon of Alaska it has been his work 
to travel thousands of miles by dogs 
and on foot with only an Indian boy 
as a companion. Heretofore he has not

been so widely known as he came from 
England by way of Texas and thence 
to Alaska “away off in the snows of 
the Yukon, he built an ideal mission- 
ary where he holds services in two lan- 
guages—an Indian interpreter stands 
on one side of him an Esquimaux on 
the other, and each repeats the service 
of his own people.” To those who have 
had the pleasure of knowing this won- 
derful man it has been no surprise that 
he reached the top of Mount McKin- 
ley.
